Washington, November 15.—For the 
first time in American history, six njgon 
‘are in prison tonight for contempt of 
the supreme court of the United States. 
'For the first time, too, 
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APPEAL FOR AID ISSUED 
BY GOVERNOR DENEEN 
Springfield, I1l., November 15. 
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Governor Deneen this afternoon 
issued a proclamation asking 
Illinois and every state to con- 
tribute liberally to those de- 
pendent on the miners’ victims 
of the mine disaster at Cherry. 
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Cherry, I}!., November 15.—The three 
hundred or more miners who were en- 
tombed in the St. Paul coal mine by 
Jast Saturday's fire are dead. Some of 
the bodies lie buried beneath thou- 
sands of tons of earth which caved 
in upon them and it is doubtful 
whether any of the bodies can be 
recovered. 

This was the opinion expressed to- 
hight when rescue work was tem- 
porarily abandoned, Firesinthe mine, 
which ‘broke out with renewed fierce- 
ness early today, made further de- 
scents by rescuers impossible. 

Fans employed in an effort to carry 
fresh air and life down to the im- 
prisoned men. served only. to. enliven 
some embers which sprang into flames. 
Soon the heat and smoke became so 
dense that it was necessary again to 
seal the mouth of the hoisting shaft, 
and tonight the men down there, what- 
ever their condition, are locked in as 
effectively as in a dungeon. 

Whether attempts to take out the 
bodies will be made tomorrow depends 
on the condition of the internal fire. 
It is possible that carbonic acid gas 
will he forced to the bottom of the 
mine tomorrow to choke the flames. 

300 Coffins Ordered, 

It was said tonight that 300 coffins 
have been ordered. Half of them will 
arrive tomorrow and half the follow- 
ing day. Meantime the several score 
of nurses who were rushed here look 
forward to no prospect of heroic work 
if reviving injured men. It is be- 
lieved that no one will be brought 
out of the mine alive. 

Hope swung frequently in the bal- 
ance today. Before the fire broke 
out again rescuers descended four 
times into the shaft. Then the rumor 
circulated quickly through the crowds 
that the men below had been reached 
and the reason they were not brought 
up immediately was that they were ex- 
hausted by lack of food and the 
smoke. z 
« But the trut was far different, The 
rescuers did, 01 one occasion, go down 
300 feet to the bottom of the hoisting 
shaft. Then groping their way with 
electric lamps and Kept alive by oxy- 
gen carried with them, they penetrated 
160 feet into the bottom gallery, but 
none of the miners, either dead or 
alive, was found. 

Nothing Heard in Response. 

“Hey! are you there?” cried the res- 
cuers, but nothing was heard in re- 
sponse. 

It was conjectured the miners had 
crawled for safety into the recesses, 
remote from the fire, but to these 
parts the rescuers were unable to go 
without reascending. Before’ they 
could redescend the fire had breken 
out. Gradually the crowd about the 
mouth of the shaft began to thin as 
hope seemed to wane. 

The spectacle about the mouth of 
the wrecked mine at dusk was pa- 
thetic. A tall, skeleton framework of 
fron reaching skyward, surrounded by 
a group of low wooden buildings, 
which a few days ago had been the 
scene of industry, suggested by their 
desolation that hope had been aban- 
doned. Only a_ half-dozen guards 
patrolled the premises. In the dis- 
tance, scattered over the field, a few 
women wrapped in shawls looked on in 


silence. . 
1,000 Orphans and 200 Widows. 

As a result of the disaster there are 
in this town of only a few hundred in- 
habitants, at least 1.000 erphans and 
©0900 widows. These are the figures of 
Duncan McDonald, president of district 
No. 12. United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica. who tInstituted a roll call of the 
families of the entombéd miners. 

Mr. Earling caused a house-to-house 
canvass of the miners to be made. This 
showed 256 miners missing, but some 
of the families were not at home, and 
it is believed when a complete list is 
obtained. the number of entombed 
miners will exceed 200. 

The explorers who descended today 
reported that they had walked in a 
vein of the mine for 150 fget from the 
base of the shaft and th'% they had 
found no living man or deat body. The 
atmosphere in this vein was consider- 
ably better than had been expected. 
With the aid of their electrio lanterns 
the searchers had been able to see 
plainly. |

In refusing to extend clemency to J. 


“MOTHER” EDDY 


B. Kellogg, a Cherokee county negro, 
sentenced to be hanged at Canton next 
Friday forthe murder of J. C. Landers, 
a white man, Governor Joseph M. 
Brown makes use of the foregoing and 
other strong expressioygs, showing that 
only in the enforcement of the law 
and the infliction of prescribed pun- 
ishment, can society find its adequate 
protection. 

Kellogg and some other negroes 
were engaged in a game of “craps” 
when Landers passed by and offered 
to referee the game. His offer was 
accepted, and after the game proceeded 
for a while, Kellogg took offense be- 
cause of an advetse decision from the 
referee. 

Seeing that he was liable to become 
involved in a fight with the negro, 
Landers arose to go, and as he did so 
the negro shot him through the heart, 
killing him instantly. 

He was convicted of murder, 
sentenoed to be hanged. 

Judge N. A. Morris, of the Blue 
Ridge circult, without giving specific 
reasons, recommended that his punish- 
ment be commuted to imprisonment 
for life. 

Nine members of the jury, on the 
other. hand, insisted that the verdict 
was a just one, and should be allowed 
to stand. The three others were not 
heard from. 

The prison commission refused to 
recommend clemency, and Governor 
Brown has approved this finding. Kel- 
logge will be hanged next Friday, No- 
vember 19. 

Governor's Brown's Opinion. 


In approving the action of the com- 
mission in this case, Governor Brown 
makes the following statement: 

In re J. B. Kellogg, Murger, from 
Cherokee County: Application for Ex- 
ecutive Clemency. 

This case reaches the executive of- 
fice from the office of the prison com- 
mission of Georgia with a statement 
wherein the commissioners unanimous- 
ly report that they “‘decline to recom- 
mend clemency.” 

An examination of the file shows a 
letter from the trial judge in which he 
earnestly recommends that the sentence 
be commuted from death by hanging 
to imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for life. It also shows letters from 
nine of the jurors before whom Kellogg 
was tried. Each of the jurors ex» 
presses his conviction that his verdict 
was correct and should stand. The 
other three jurors have not been heard 
from. 

The prison commission in its report 
says: 

“It must be taken for granted «that 
the presiding judge correctly submitted 
to the jury all the issues in the case, 
and that his instructions to the jury 
covered all issues, and that the de- 
fendant had a fair trial.” 

After reviewing the evidence, 
the prison commission concludes:

At the United States jail in this city, 
Captain Joseph F. Shipp, former sher- 
iff at Chattanooga, Tenn.; Jeremjah 
Green, his jailer, and Luther Williams, 
Nick Nolan, Henry Padgett and Wil- 
liam Mayes, of the same city, this 
afternoon began serving terms of im- 
prisonment imposed a few hours be- 
fore by the supreme court of the Uni- 

States. : 
Negro Had Outraged White Girl. 

Shipp and Gibson had been found 
Zuilty of failing to protect trom a 
mob Ed Johnson, whose legal execu- 
tion for outraging a. white girl had 
been. stayed by the supreme court 
until it could review the case. The 
others had been found guilty of par- 
ticipation in the lynching of a fed- 
eral prisoner. Shipp, Williams and No- 
lan were given sentences of ninety 
days’ imprisonment each, while Gib- 
son, Padgett and Mayes each received 
sixty days. 

As the big barred doors of the jail 
swung open to receive the prisoners 
this afternoon, immediately after sen- 
tence had been imposed, Warden Mc- 
Kee stood before them. 

“At least we are in the hands of a 
soldier,” exclaimed Captain Shipp, 
who had been in many a fight for the 
confederacy, as he espled a Grand 
Army of the Republic button in the 
lapel] of Warden McKee’s coat. Then, 
turning to his five fellow-prisoners, 
he said: 

“Boys, it will be all right.”

In Pleasant Quarters. 

Warden McKee has inaugurated 
methods of punishment at the jail as 
humanitarian as the various classes of 
prisoners will allow, and he was pre- 
pared for the reception of the six 
men from Tennessee. 

About a year ago, during the im- 
prisonment of an unusually large 
number of women, the warden had fit- 
ted up a storeroom on the fourth floor 
of the jail as quarters for female 
prisoners. It was in this large room, 
perhaps twenty by thirty-five feet, 
that he locked the six prisoners. 

In the room were beds for each of 
the prisoners ,while at one end Was a 
table which “trusties” will set their 
meals three times a day. A bath room, 
adjoining the room, will be used by the 
prisoners exclusively. Four large cir- 
cular windows open to the south and 
west, giving excelent views. 

In fact, so pleasant did the prison- 
ers find the quarters that Captain 
Shipp sent his attorney, Major Clift, 
to the office of the supreme court to 
withdraw a request he had made, 
when sentence was imposed, to be sent 
to the federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., 
instead of the jail in this city. 

Prisoners Receive Visitors. 

During the afternoon the six men re- 
ceive calls from Tennesseans and 
Others. Sitting on his straw bed, half 
reclining on his pillow of straw, Cap- 
tain Shipp made this statement: 

“We are very well pleased with the 
treatment given us by Warden Mce- 
Kee, and are delighted with the quar- 
ters assigned us.” 

A few hours in jail made Gibson 
reminiscent. He told his companions 
that this was not the first time he had 
been in prison in Washington. 

“But the other time I was brought 
here as a confederate prisoner,” he 
said. 

The contempt case was taken up to- 
day as soon as the justices took their 
places in the courtroom. Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller read the sentences. 

Sheriff Shipp took the sentence more 
calmly than any of the others, After 
the chief justice had concluded he 
walked over to Marshal Wright and 
asked him where this officer of the 
court wanted him to go. 

Tears came to Padgett’s eyes and he 
used his handkerchief frequently, and 
Williams sat down as if exhausted. 


Sketch of Case. 


The case today originated in the 
court’s decision in March, 1906, to con- 
sider the appeal of Johnson from a ver- 
dict of the Tennessee courts holding 
him guilty and sentencing him to be 
hanged on a charge of criminal assault. 
The night after the determination of the 
supreme court to review the proceed- 
ings was wired to Chattanooga, a mob 
stormed the jail, took the prisoner 
out and lynched him. 

The court was much incensed by the 
Ivnching. and at its instance the at- 
torney general instituted proceedings 
against Sheriff Shipp, Jailor Gibson 
and twenty-five others supposed to 
have been implicated in the lynching, 
charging them with contempt. Many 
of the accused were exonerated, and 
in the end only six were found guilty.

COPPER MERCER 


The Combine Will Con- 
trol the Entire Output. 


Report That Pierpont Morgan 
Will Be in Charge of Finan- 
cing Is' Denied---Belief in the 
Merger Sends Copper Stocks 
to New High Levels. 


New York, November 15.—More de- 
tailed reperts regarding the impend- 
ing merger or agreement among the 
great copper producers sent copper 
stocks to new high records for.the year. 

There were denials a plenty of the 
rumor that the merger negotiations 
had gone beyond the tentative stage. 
but it was generally admitted that cer- 
tain interests are trying to bring about 
an agreement among the producers to 
regulate output and thereby prevent 
overproduction and the consequent 
depreciation in price from which the 
trade has been suffering for the past 
two or three years. 

The capitalization of the combine, 
according to best reports, probably will 
be close to the billiom dollar figures of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
although the arrangements have not 
yet proceeded far enough to establish 
any definite figures. A report from 
Boston to the effect that a corporation 
with a definite billion dollar captitall- 
zation was to be formed, with the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. in charge of 
the financing, was said by a member 
of the Morgan firm to be untrue. Sim- 
ilar guarded denials from the offices 
of several of the independent copper 
concerns indicated that the negotia- 
tions are still merely tentative. 

On the other hand, Wall street con- 
fidence in the ultimate success of the 
merger plans was indicated by the 
trend of the day’s prices. Amalgamated 
Copper advanced to 94%, a new high 
level since the spring of 1907, and 
Araconda reached 53, a new record for 
the year. When the market closed 
160,000 shares Amalgamated, 40,000 
shares of Anaconda, and 57,000 shares 
of American Smelting had been traded 
in, with net gains for the day of from 
1% to 3 points for each.

How Warriner Was Bled 
by Two Persons. 


Grand Jury Has Indicted the 
Defaulting Treasurer of the 
Big Four---Mrs. Ford Testifies 
Before Grand Jury in War- 
riner Case.

Cincinnati. Ohio. November 15.— 
Charles LL. Warriner, former local 
treasurer of the Big Four railroad, was 
indicted today by the grand jury on 
charges of grand larceny and embezzle- 
ment in the sum of $5,000 on each 
count. 

While $643,000 is known to have been 
stolen from the railroad, the startling 
fact was developed by today’s proceed- 
ings that the company’s cash books, 
prior to 1905, have disappeared, and 
that it will never be possible to tell the 
full amount of the gigantic defalca- 
tion. 


Latest Known Theft. 

The comparatively small amount upon 
whieh Warriner has been indicted, rep- 
resents the latest known theft. It has 
been placed at that figure in Order that, 
if conviction fail. the railroad author- 
ities may proceed on any other of the 
numerous counts. This means that the 
prosecution may be maintained indefi- 
nitely. 

Amazing figures were presented to- 
day showing the progress of tha thefts 
for the past five years. The shortage 
thus estimated is as follows: 

Nineteen hundred and five, $58,000; 
1906, $59,000: 1907, $59,999: 1908, $62,- 
000: 1909, $83.000. 

Total of five vears, $322,000. 

Of this sum Warriner claims to have 
paid $400 a month to each of two per- 
sons in the form of blackmail. The 
rest. he alleges, he lost in speculation. 

Woman Before Jury. 

By far the most interesting figure 
to appear before the grand jury today 
wasthatof Mrs. Jeanette Stewart-Ford, 
the woman whose connection with the 
case is still shrouded in considerable 
mystery. Mrs. Ford, accompanied by a 
county detective, drove to the court- 
house in an automobile. After she had 
given her evidence she declared that 
she had said nothing beyond the indefi- 
nite statements which she has already 
made public. 

After the grand jury had adjourned 
for the day. Prosecutor Hunt announced 
that Warriner would be summoned as 
a witness to give evidence against the 
persons whom he accuses of black- 
mail.

cases, declined to discuss this talk of 
prosecuting bigger men, nor would he 
comment on any developments in this 
city. 

William Loeb, Jr., collector of the 
port, also was inclined to be reticent, 
but he repeated that it was through 
the determination and influence of The- 
odore Roosevelt that the investigation 
and prosecuion of the sugar frauds 
was undertaken. According to Mr. 
Loeb, he had talked over the matter 
with Mr. Roosevelt thoroughly before 
he.(Loeb) took charge of the customs 
house here, and consequently he had a 
well-defined policy mapped out when 
he assumed office. 

Reynolds Makes Denial, 

With the denial from Washington to- 
day by James B. Reynolds, former 
assistant secretary of the treasury, 
that he had in any way opposed the 
investigation while in office, came the 
announcement in Netw York by Rich- 
ard Parr, through whose statements 
Mr. Reynolds’ actions and motives 
were placed open to criticism, that he 
had been misquoted and misunderstood. 

Of the few outward devélopments in 
the situation in New York today was 
the transfer of one of the most im- 
portant cases set for trial from fed- 
etal jurisdiction in Brooklyn to Man- 
hettan. Accordingly, James F. Bender- 
nagel, former general superintendent 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, in Williamsburg, will plead to- 
morrow in the United States district 
court in New York proper. 

He gave bail immediately after his 
arrest last Friday. His trial, together 
with others included in a blanket in- 
dictment will begin on November 239. 
Bendernagel is charged with defraud- 
ing the government by means of false 
weights. 

Sugar Stocks Decline. 

Declines in stocks of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, the great 
corporation under fire, were recorded 
today as the investigation proceeded. 
This same company not long ago paid 
back to the government more than $2,- 
000,000 as recompense for short 
weights, while later it settled out of 
court a civil suit brought by the Penn- 
sylvania Sugar Refining Company, a 
small rival which it put out of busi- 
ness. 

Inasmuch as everybody, or so great 
a mijiority as to make this statement 
substantially correct, is a consumer of 
sugar. the public has followed the 
progress of the case with more than 
passing interest. There is an added 
feature in the situation in that the 
city of New York now has pending 
against the company a suit charging 
that the corporation surreptitiously 
took water in great quantities from 
the city mains,

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WILLIAMS AND THE SEABOARD. 


One of the pernicious effects of the orgy of “high finance” which pre- 
ceded the panic of 1907, was the further centralization of ownership and 
management of certain southern and western railroad systems in Wall street. 

Not that there was anything particularly new about this process, for it 
has been going on for more than a quarter of a century, but its progress 
seems unbroken, and so far as the sections of the country served are con- 
cerned, foreign control and management have been so persistently substituted 
for those formerly exercised in the territory affected, that home ownership 
and management have become almost negligible quantities. , 

But it: is both desirable and important that the management of, and, 
in so far as is possible, the ownership of stock in raliroad systems should 
be lodged with the people and the interests in the section served. 

With such ownership to create a material interest and with a home 
management possessed of a thorough understanding of the conditions and 
needs of patrons, not only will better service be given, but the conseqvent 
feeling of satisfaction and contentment will redound to the advantage both 
of the corporation and those who depend upon it. 

Distant and foreign managements have gotten too far away from their 
patrons; they often do not understand them, and, sometimes, do not try to. 

Therein lay one of the principal causes of the late disastrous and not 
yet forgotten agitation. : 

An important case in point is now before the public in the reorgan- 
ization of the Seaboard Air Line railroad. Wrested from southern ownership 
and management by the aforesaid system of high finance, it undoubtedly 
suffered more extensively from the shock of a wrought-up and adverse 
public sentiment than would have been possible had not its position been 
thus altered. 

Now that there is a proposal and effort to again put John Skelton 
Williams in as president, it is t@®be hoped that the new owners will see 
the wisdom of the choice and act accordingly. . 

With the disappearance of special privilege, through which great cor- 
porations might buy immunity for the time, and with the exaction that 
the railroad as well as the individual shall obey the law, they are in better 
position than ever to get close to the public by fair and liberal but impartial 
treatment of all who come in contact with them. 

That this can best be done by managements coming from the sections 
served and who best understand the conditions and needs of their people, is 
a proposition which needs no elucidation or argument.

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MADAME STEINHEIL’S ACQUITTAL. 


While it is impossible to judge of all the conditions and circumstances 
at this distance, one of two things is evident in connection with the ac- 
quittal of Madame Steinheil, the famous Parisian widow who has figured 
so extensively in the higher circle French scandals, and’ who was recently 
tried upon the charges of having murdered her husband and his mother. 

With the weight of the circumstantial evidence strongly against her and 
the power of the presiding judge directed toward influencing the jury to her 
detriment wherever opportunity offered, either the jury must have stood in 
unfriendly attitude to the court, or it must have been so swayed by popular 
clamor aroused in behalf of a pretty and unfortunate woman, as to have 
inclined to mercy rather than justice. 

No other conclusion seems possible from a reading of the dispatches. 
It might be explained, of course, upon the ground of innocence which pre- 
vailed despite ofticial conspiracy to do away with her, but her own actions, fol- 
lowing the double murder, strongly tended to destroy that presumption. 

The trial has at least thrown some strange sidelights on French justice 
or the lack of it; and the mystery of it is how a probably or apparently 
guilty woman could so easily have escaped with the trial judge persistently 
pronouncing her condemnation from the bench before the case had been given 
to the jury. 

The true inwardness of it may yet appear, but the public on this side of 
the water will, for the time, content itself with the explanation that “it 


happened in France.”

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A BILLION-DOLLAR CROP. 


When, following the immediate decades after the revolutionary war, 
the south began to appeal to civilization with a dribbling stream of cotton, 
few individuals could have developed sufficient prophetic instinct to pre- 
figure in their calculations one yield of this staple valued at one billion 


dollars. 
Yet that is the imminent prospect, as foreshadowed by no less an author- 


ity than The Manufacturers’ Record of Baltimore. 

Editor Richard H. Edmonds, of that journal, is unquestionably the leading 
industrial statistician and development exponent of the southern states. He 
is poised and conservative, with the habit of steering clear of exaggeration 
and hyperbole. 

And this is how he estimates the encroaching possibilities of the present 
and coming cotton seasons in the south: 


If present prices prevail through the crop season, it ig possible 
that the cotton crop this year will be worth to the south $900,000,000 
to $1,000,000,000. Last year’s cotton crop was valued at $683,000,000, 
not including the seed, and if to this be added the value of the seed, 
it was about $789,000,000. With cotton selling at about present prices 
and the fine grades of long staple selling in many cases ag high as 18 
or 20 cents and over, it is possible that this year’s crop, counting the 
seed, which are selling relatively as high as cotton, may yield $150,- 
000,000 to $200,990.000 in excess of last year’s value. 

Wonderful, indeed, are these figures. 


It is not essential to search far for the substantial significance of these 
amazing statistics. 

The south is bidding a permanent, at least a long farewell, to the lean 
years. The fat ones, with their innumerable opportun:ties and obligations, 
are upon us. ; 

Reinforcing the indication of sustained high prices for cotton are the 
facts that civilization is constantly demanding cotton products in greater 
volume and variety, and that the application and by-applications of the cotton 
crop have merely begun to develop their eventual versatility. 

With the achievement of this glowing outlook comes also commensurate 
obligations. Of these, Editor Edmonds speaks as follows:

to be no question of the correctness 
of the charge, because he distinctly 
confessed he was an anarchist and 
believed in the destruction of gov- 
ernments. 

His companion. De Lara, disavowed 
the charge and although it was held 
out by the tmmigration officials that 
further evidence to sustain it might 
be forthcoming, this expectation was 
not considered definite enough to jus- 
tify the man’s further detention.

CODE COMMITTEE 
IS HARD AT WORK 


Meeting With Judge Hop- 
kins to Examine New 
Volume. 


The legislative committee appointed 
to examine and report upon the new 
state code prepared by Judge John L. 
Hopkins. and which ig to be purchased 
by the state, following the committee's 
report, began its work yesterday in the 
state library at the capitol. 

This committee is composed of Sena- 
tor H. A. Mathews of the twenty-third, 
chairman: Senator W. H. Burwell of the 
twentieth.

ELLIOTT’ PLEA 


AGAIN DECLINGD 


Prison Commission’s Re- 
fusal Goes to Governor. 


Unless Governor Brown Inter- 
feres, the Slayer of G. L. 
Rivers Will Go to the Gallows 
on Friday---Little Hope Left 


Him. 


A second time yesterday did the 
state prison commission decline to rec- 
ommend executive clemency for Dr. 
J. M. Elliott, of LaGrange, who is to 
be hanged Friday for the murder of 
G. L. Rivers. 

The commission regched this conclu- 
sion after hearing from W. D. McNell 
end M. U. Mooty, attorneys for Elliott, 
who presented further affidavits to the 
effect that he is insane, and also an 
affidavit, the burden of which was 
that one of the trial jury had been 
overheard to state before the trial 
‘' took place, that Elliott ought to be 
hanged for his crime. 

The two attorneys presented these 
affidavits and argued that they consti- 
tuted sufficient ground for the com- 
mission to reverse its declination of 
October 18, holding that Elliott is un- 
doubtedly insane. 

Solicitor General J. R. Terrell, of 
the Coweta circuit, appeared for the 
State, but had little to say, except that 
if the commission proposed to give 
weight to the affidavit concerning the 
remark alleged to have been made by 


upon it. 

The commission also heard a verbal 
Statement from Dr. W. T. Gibson, of 
Macon, to the effect that Elliott was 
not of sound mind. 

The Commission’s Conclusion. 

So far as the commission could find, 
it points out In the statement sent to 
Governor Brown, the question as to 
whether Elliot is sane is the only one 
involved. 

Inasmuch as Eliiott’s sanity was in 
issue before the trial jury, and the 
jury declared him sane: and further 
that a commission of experts from the 
state sanitarium appointed by the gov- 
ernor, had pronounced Elliott sane, the 
commission reached the conclusion 
that it could not justly interfere. Any 
interference On its part, the commis- 
sion said, would be merely the substi- 
tution of its arbitrary discretion and 
judgment for the finding of the courts 
and the lunacy commission, and this 
would be going beyond what it con- 
ceives to be its duty under the law. 

There was filed with the commission 
a petition in Elliott’s behalf, signa- 
tures to which were secured by a 
number of ladies active in the King’s 
Daughters. 

The commission's report went to 
Governor Brown in the afternoon, and 
his declaration will probably be forth- 
coming within a day or two. 

Inasmuch as the governor refused 
to interfere before, and it is stated no 
new points have been made in Elliott's 
favor, there would appear to be ex- 
ceedingly small hope for him. 

Elliott’s mother and sister were at 
the prison commission office during 
the day and pleaded earnestly with 
members of the commission for a 
favorable recommendation.

The following is the text of the proc- 
lamation: 

“By the President 
States of America: 

“A proclamation: The season of the 
year has returned when, in accordance 
with the reverent custom established 
by our forefathers, the people of the 
United States are wont to meet in their 
usual places of worship on a day of 
thanksgiving appointed by the civil 
magistrate to return thanks to God 
for the great mercies and benefits which 
they have enjoyed. 

“During this past year we have been 
highly blessed. No great calamities, 
or flood, or tempest, or epidemic have 
befallen us. We have lived in quliet- 
nes#, undisturbed by wars or rumors 
of wars. Peace and the plenty of

bounteous crops and of great industrial 
production animate a cheerful and res- 
olute people to all the renewed energies 
of beneficent industry and material and 
moral progress. It is altogether fit- 
ting that we should humbly and grate- 
fully acknowledge the divine source 
of these blessings. 

“Therefore, I hereby appoint Thurs- 
day, the twenty-fifth day of November, 
as a day of general thanksgiving and I 
call upon the people on that day, laying 
aside their usual vocations, to repair 
to*their churches and unite in appro- 
priate services of praise and thanks 
to Almighty God. 

‘In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

“Done at the City of Washington, 
this 15th day of November, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand, nine hun- 
dred and nine, and of the independ- 
ence of the United States, the one hun- 
dred and thirty-fourth.

“Paid in Full.” 

“Paid in Full,” a play of contempo- 
raneous American life, in four acts, 
from the facile pen of Eugene Walter, 
a Leviathan among the latter day 
playwrights, began a run of four 
nights and a matinee at the Grand last 
night. 

It was greeted by a splendid audi- 
ence, which will doubtless prove the 
smallest of the five performances, for 
it is an offering of such excellent 
merit as to command capacity crowds 
for the remainder of its all too brief 


stay in this city. 

“Paid in Full” comes to Atlanta after 
receiving the stamp of popular ap- 
proval in New York city, a play with- 
out a star, and which depends upon its 
lines and action to sustain it, and in 
every ‘particular it measures up t0 
one’s expectations and the prophecies 
which have preceded it. No higher 
commendation could be given or de- 
sired. 

The fact that it depends upon no 
particular stage favorite to popularize 
it, but achieved an artistic triumph 
when not one of the most capable cast 
which presented it was recognized 
across the footlights, is, in itself, an 
achievement worthy of extended com- 
ment. For that reason to no one more 
than its author, Eugere Walter, does 
the credit for this brilliant evening 
belong. Here is a writer of plays who 
has grasped a most daring problem, 
who has handled it with consummate 
skill, and as a result offers to a tired 
and sated theatergoing public a play 
which is gripping in its intensity; pul- 
sating in its power and compelling in 
its climaxes. A play that catches one 
up in the beginning and whirls one 
along through the four brief acts in 
which this great American problem is 
created and solved, and releases one 
satisfied that its end wag so. 

It has been a long while since 80 
rare a treat has been given, one 80 al- 
together satisfying, as this. It would 
seem that the summit of stagecraft 
had been achieved in the evolution of 
this play. Few could have taken a 
situation so delicate and ventured so 
much without losing. For an entire 
act the characters were forced far out 
on the thin ice of conventionality, 
where one step would have plunged the 
play into a pool of loathesomeness and 
have sent the audience away sick with 
disgust, only to have the turn made in 
safety, ‘and the brighter, cleaner cli- 
max brought so splendidly into view 
as to make the shadows be forgot in 
the brilliant contrast. 
change in a single line would havé 
been named “The Brute,” an@ no 
change in a single line would have 
been found necessary. For if ever 
there was an “onery,”’ trifling, disgust- 
ing degenerate, Eugene Walter makes 
“Joseph Brooks” one. He enters the 
play with a triple-plated, doubly- 
distilled grouch on, and never loses it 
for a moment. The audience is at once 
prejudiced against this “groucho, and 
this makes his role of villaig the more 
easy to handle, and at the same time 
accentuates the contrasts to the char- 
acters which surround him. 

The story of the play ts 
this: Joseph Brooks, a coward- 

thieving husband, caught at 
stealing, and fearing prison, tells 
his wife that the man from whom he 
has stolen, his employer, Captain Wil- 
liams, “has always liked you. You go 
to him tonight: he’ll be in his rooms 
alone, and you can fix it with him. 

She goes. This scene is superior to 
the great third act in “The Woman in 
the Case,’’ which has 
terion of excellence for Atlanta audi- 
ences. Her husband sends her, a silent 
offer of sale. a bargain for his immu- 
nitv from punishment, with his con- 
sent. But the woman has no such idea 
in her head or heart, and this is why 
she is not afraid to go. It is during 
the forepart of her visit to the rough 
bachelor’s auarters of this old Sea cap- 
tain when he tells of how “I learned 
about women from her,” that the au- 
dience is led to the belief that all is to 
be lost. even honor. But the captain 
knew her. and with the grace with 
which only Walter can write, the dan- 
ger was skirted and disgrace averted. 
For the sake of the admiration he 
bears her. a pure, good girl, he writes 
the note which clears her thief-hus- 
band’s name before the public. All 
this she has done for the man who has 
not the instincts worthy of the name, 
and returns. It remained for the 
fourth act to have him add insult to 
the shame of his sending. With the 
last spark of his manhood gone, there 
went. too. the last vestige of her love, 
and she left him to return to her home, 
after havin sacrificed her all—save 
honor—for the man whose name she 
bore. 

But nothing less than the play itself, 
in its engirety, can give commensurate 
conception of its potential power, its 
sweet simplicity’and its compelling 
nature. 

And to give praise rightly for the 
splendid nresentation of this play 
would be praise for all. A more per- 
fectly adjusted company has not ap- 
peared here in seasons. There is not 
a jarring sound or scene throughout 
the evening. The work of the entire 
company was excellent and the stage 
mountings accurate to a degree which 
would have delighted Belasco. To 
miss “Paid in Full” is to miss one of 
the rare delights of the theatrical sea- 
son.

Wall Street Hears Rumors of 
Copper Combination of All 
Great Producers. 


New York, November 15.—The up- 
turn in the prices of stocks in today’s 
etock market had its incentive in the 
gBreatly strengthened position of the 
banks disclosed ‘by the bank statement 
on Saturday. and in the corroborative 
evidence of the rumors of a coming 
copper combination, embracing most 
of the world’s great producers and 
se_lers of that metal. The action of 
the copper securities was, in itself, 
strongly confirmatory of these rumors 
and the continuance of conferences 
amongst the leading interests cone 
cerned pointed to the same conclusion. 
No detailed information could be se- 
cured of the plan in contemplation, 
but that it looked to some such or- 
Zanization as was involved in the 
United States Steel formation by an 
exchange of existing securities into 
those of a huge new corporation and 
that it aimed: to bring within its 
scope the great foreign copper prod- 
ucts, as well as those in this country, 
was the current assumption. The 
aims of the new combination were 
supposed to include a centralization of 
control of the sale of copper, some re- 
striction of production and an in- 
crease in price, which, it was asserted,

WEEKLY COTTON LETTER. 

New Xors, November 138.—trading 
during the week has been somewhat 
restricted by tne heavy margin de- 
manded by commission houses, and by 
loss of confidence in the market 
through tae unexpected severity of tne 
decline.

|/BEARISH REPORTS 


HAD LITTLE EFFECT 


Wheat Market Advanced, Not- 
withstanding Big Shipments 
and Bear News. 


Chicago, November 15.—With a pre- 
ponderance of bearish reports, headed 
by unprecedented world’s shipments, 
aggregating 2,000,000 bushels over the 
world’s shipment record, the wheat pit 
here today showed a paradoxical bull- 
ishness which forced prices up and 
kept the market strong. December 
touched $1.07%c, 1 7-8 above Saturday’s 
close. Final figures today were close 
to the high point. Corn showed a mild 
advance as did oats, while provisions, 
after a strong start, faded away. 

The wheat market was strong from 
the outset, and pit traders in defiance 
of the bearish news, contributed to the 
repeated advances in efforts to cover 
“shorts” held over Sunday. Conges- 
tion in December was a feature 
throughout the session, a leading ele- 
vator concern buying that option and 
selling May at a wider difference than 
Saturday. English markets kept firm, 
due to the small proportion of ship- 
ments outside of the continent, only 
5,000,000 of the 17,336,000 - bushels 
world shipments going to the United 
Kingdom. Bullish sentiment here was 
aided also by a decrease of 688,000 
bushels in the visible supply in the 
United States, compared with an in- 
crease of 487,000 bushels in the corre- 
sponding week a year ago. Notice ap- 
parently wags taken in the pit of a 
sharp drop in temperature in the north- 
west, which normally would be a bear- 
ish quantity throughout, facilitating 
the movement of the new crop. 

Heavy rains throughout the greater 
part of the corn belt, the bulge in 
wheat and unfavorable crop news form 
Argentina created considerable bull- 
ish sentiment in the corn market. As 
a result of these inflvences the market 
rallied soon after the cpening, which 
was a trifle below the closing figures 
of Saturday, and continwed firm for the 
remainder of the day. Slack demand 
for cash corn resulting in a half cent 
decline at the sample tables, tending 
to offset the bullish Jnfluences. Trad- 
ing was of large volume, the market 
closed firm, the prices up 6-8 to 3-4 to 
1 cents. 

Oats reflected the strength of wheat 
and corn, the market being firm all day, 
With the exception of slight weakness 
at the start. Shorts were eager bid- 
ders through the entire session. At 
the close prices were 1-8@1-4 to 3-8c 
higher than Saturday’s final figures. 
A break of sixty-five cents in the 
price of January pork was a feature of 
trading in provisions. The decline was 
precipitated by liberal sales by a local 
packer which .started heavy stop-loss 
selling. Lard and ribs were affected 
by the slump, but to a less degree. At 
the opening the market showed consid- 
erable firmness, owing to continuation 
of light receipts of live hogs through- 
out the west. The market closed 
heavy with priceg 12 1-2c higher to 
37 1-2c lower.
